LABOR ORGANIZATION AND CAPITAL.

The interview with Mr. John Downey, of
the Order of Ruilway Switchmen, given in
another columu, puts the benefits of Inbor
organization in s light which is not consid-
cred so often as it might be. Mr, Downey
dwells upon the work done by his order in
promoting among the men sobriety, eareful
discharge of duty and iuterest in preserving
the property of the emplover. He also states
that the great railway capitalists recognize
the walue of their work in this respect, as
well as the superior convenience in dealing
with the men as & body, instead of having to
settle wage questions with them separately.

There is no doubt that & labor orgaviza-
tion which promotes sobriety and greater
efficieney and conscientiousness in work,
among its members, is doing a good work.
Any labor organization that makes those
aims a leading feature will vindicate its
usefulness and eommand ultimate success.
It is also true that employers have largely
recoguized the advantage of dealing
with comservatively munaged labor organ-
izations for the wuniform settlement
of wages. The iron manufacturers of Pitts-
burg haye long conceded the value of the
Amulgnmated Association for that function,
and many large coal operators have worked
hapd-in-band with the mioers’ unions for
the establishment of uniform mining seales.
Mr. Depew has in his speeches recognized
this point, and we believe that Mr. Jay
Gould bas, as Mr, Downey says, shown s
similar opinion in some of his nots.

Nevertheless it is necessary to note that
the corporations presided over by both these
gentlemen have found themselves in con-
flicts with labor orgasizations, to escape
trom which they used their whole corporate
power to wipe out the organizations, We
do mot allude to this as an impeachment of
either side in these conflicts. But they are
evideoces of the faet that there are still con-
ditions of antagonism between labor and
capital which might be removed, and which
thinking men on both sides will do their
best to ameliorate.

SUFFERING FOR THE HORSES,

The news that the borses in this cliy have
gotthe grip, isa singular iostance of the
ills which buman flesh is heir to spreading
among the equine race. If the horses could
establish a sanitary bureau it would be
highly pertinent to inquire whether

the disease iz  produced awmong
them by the atmospleric conditions
wiich they  have resisted longer

than the wen, or whether it has been com-
municated {rom the human sufferers {o the
torses. In the latter case the horses would
be justified in putting the human race under
striot quarantine. The infliction has been
severe enough heretoiore without the ad-
ditional burden of putting man’s noblest
and best friend among the brute creation
through the same suffering. DBut it the
tiorses have to stand the epidemic all that
etin be done is to give them good care and
bear it patiently oaotil better weather brings
reliefl

REMAREKABLE THEORIES,

The international criticisms arising out of
the New Orleans lynching is leading some
of our writers and, if reports are to be be-
lieved, some of onr diplomatic minds into
strange aod complicated labyrinths of dip-
lomastie theory. A remarkable illustration
of this can be found in the views reported
by our special dispateh from Washington,
in vesterday's issue.

When this issue first came up it was sug-
gested in these columns that the United
States might ultimately take refuge in the
plea, that as under mob law no protection
was jafforded to the life and property of any
citizen, therefore the victims of the New
Orleans lynching bad the same treatment as
Awerican citirens, and there is no cause of
complaint. This was supposed to be sar-
cnsm, but it ow appears with Washiogton
reports that this plea is to be seriously re-
sorted to and that the Governmentmay take
refuge in that sell-drawn impeachment of
the vfficacy and supremscy of its own laws.
We may be permitted to express the belief
that Secretary Blaine is not going to take
any such attitude. His course during the
whole matter has been too judicious, and
Lis reply to Rudini’s hasty steps far too
cool and clear-headed to make it possible
that he will discredit himsell and his
country by the promnulgation of any such
interpational nonsense,

It has been a long-established prineiple
that strong and civilized povernments can
secure protection to their suhjects every-
where, whether the subjects of the land
where they happened to be were adequately
protected or not. The Englishmau or Ger-
man is guarded by his flag, so as to have su-
werior rights in countries where the govern-
ment is hall-eivilized or tyraunical., Here-
tofore the American citizen has had an equal
standing; but if this remarkable piece of
international logioc is presented to the world,
we not only rank ourselves among the half-
civilized countries where life and property is
not secure, but we sctually aooounce that
an American citizen may be lugged off to
Siberias by Russia, may be bastinadoed in
Turkey, shot down in Salvador, or robbed
in Morocen, becnuse the subjects of those
governments are lisble to similar acts of
tyranny.

A refinement on this theory is presented
by ap argument that as the Italinns were
vot lynched merely because they were Ital.
inns there is no eall for redress. To apply
the prineiple mutatis mutandis, ifa Chi-
nese mob murders a lot of Awerican oiti-
xons, mot becaus:z they are Americans,
but because they are “‘foreign devils,” sub-
verting the civilization and religion of
Chinon, the transuction will be one 1n which
the United States Government can find no
reason for complaint. The Government
which would not repudiate such an idea
when presented ngainst its own citisens
would uot be able to stand for & week against
the protests of an enlightened nation.

1t is certainly worth while in this issue
for the United States to take ground upon
the highest and most civilized principles of
international law. We do not believe that
the State Department will expose the coun-
4ry to the ridicule and contempt of civiliza-
tion by formulating such theories as these.

“USFORTUNATELY,” remarks the St
Louls Giobe-Democral,the bribery law or Mis-
souri makes the giver of a bribe egually gullty
with the recaiver of the Lribe and thus shuts
him out from being awitnesa” The misfortane

from our Western cotemporary’s standpoint is
in the difficulty of securing evidence of bribery.

THE LAND OF BACKSHEESH,

Waiters, Porters and Chefs Live High at Hot
Springs, Though Their Wages Are Small
—They Manage It by Extorting Tips—
Rich Fools to Blame.

IPROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.!

HoT SPRINGS, ARK., April L—The man who
walts—not the guest, but his alleged attendant
in the hotel dining room—Iis & large flgure at
the Springs, They tell me it is hard to yget
trained walters here, though exactly wby it
should be I can't see. All the help in the hotels
are colored, of course, with some few excep-
tions, such as the chambermalds and bell

The walters in the three principal hotels
number not much less than 500 men, and they
have their hands full now, for every tablein
the immense dimng rooms at the Park and
Eastinan kas {ts complement. Most of the
waiters have about as much koowiedge of the
art of serving—for it almost approaches an art
to wait upon six or eight people at once and
minister to thelr several appetites so Lhat their
souls, as well as their stomachs, shall be satis-
flsd—as a rooster has of railroading.

In one particalar alone do the colorad waiters
here fully come up to the highest standard of
the culiured Kast—they can extort backaheesh
trom the flintiest old skin-flint who falls into
their bhands, It is absolutely out of the
question to try to evade the payment
of the taxes which the walters lavy,

The best plan is to get hold of o good walter
and compound with him for a weekly stipend.
It Is usually necessary to fee the head waiter,
aiso, and it is even advisable to send a douceunr
to the carver in the kitchen if you have & prel-
erence for certain euts or cooking of meat,

Even the Rich Complain,

“This busmess of tipping everyone in the ho-
tel," sald a gentleman who has the Srandard
Company behind bim. “is becoming a very seri.
ous nuisance. Everybody expectsa tip—wait-
ers, porters, bell boys, chambermaids, cooks
and the whale establishment must be pald for
dolng what you have already pald the pro-
prietor for baving dowue. ven the hotel
clerks look for some valuable recogmition, 1l
not in money, in clgars and drinks, and it woald
not sorprise me in the least if the proprietor
himself were to strike me fora V."

Hot Springs is nos unusually afMicted, Ifound
the "“tip” as mueh. or more, in vogue at the ho-
tels in Br. Angusiine, at I'ampa and Galveston,
and, in fag:, wherever we have been among the
Southern resorts this winter. Butl think the
disease is more acute than ever aod the scale of
tips is constauntly rising.

ill very lately Americans could truly say
that nothing like the Kuropean system of tip-
ping existed in this country. The boast can be
1oade no lnngar. ‘Tips are extorted as freel
here, in the health or pleasure resoris especial-
ly, a8 ever they were in London or ; and
what is lamentable, we geb pothing like tha
equivalent to the Euaropean servics in return,
We pay the toll and get more kicks than
courtesy for it

Golden Galoots to Blame,

Bowme of the responsibility for the growth of
the “tipping" evil undoubtedly belongs to
wealthy fools who play such an ymportant part
in the maintenance of the hotels everywhere.
These golden galoots don't care what they pay
for the smallest priveleges and their largesses
demoralize the markei and put the necessities
of service almost beyond the reach of those
whose means are more limited, One of thesa
made-of-money mon pays his bath attenaant §8
every time he bathes—that in dnily.

The legitimate pay of a bathman i3 §1
o week, and he s well  satis
flod if he pgots twice that sum,
I know that Crossus gets no more attention in
the bathtob than your humble servant, who
perforee lavishes not a penny when it can be
suved, and I overheard the attendant telling a
companion as he displayed the $ bill thas
Creesus bad more money than brains; so it is
clear the reckless tipper wiuns neltber extra
service, gratitude oor respect with his boodle,

Excuses for Tips,

The small wages paid” to hotel employes in
the great hotels on the senshore or at such
places as Hot Bpriogs, which are open for &
lmited season, are some excuse for the game
of grabof which the guests are the vietims,
Considering the immense incomes derived
from their property the hotel keepers ought to
pay their belp better and protect their
customers, It 18 not likely that the bhotal
keepers will do this, because here and there
somebody grumbles, and an organized protest
is as little likely to be heard from the traveling
fgjhuc. So the walters will continue to draw

20 a month and their board from the hotel
keepers and as much wmore as they can from the
Euests,

How much the latter sum nsually is depends
& great deal on the gall of the waiter, as well
as the condition of bis prey. 1am told that the
colored waliers here expect to wake from $25
10§50 & month in tips, and the head walter at
one of the hotels divides with the chefl about
F100 a month, and even more. A Minneapolis
man telis me that the hend walter in that city ool-
locts $200 & month in fees from the gues:s of a
{ashiopable hotel, and this sum be divides with
the chnf, as seems to be the gunull custom,
By a rough caleulation, I find that about $10,000
& week during the best months of the season is
expended by visitors to Hot Springs in tips to
various attendants, who are nominally su

el to be paid by the proprietors of hotels,

th bonses, railroads and other institutions
or individuais. Men whose travels have been
wider than mine tell me that the same extor-
tion is chciced in summer or in winter at
every place to where men go for pleasuro or for
health, froms Narraganseti Pler to Galveston,
and from Fortress Monros to Coronado Beach,
Is ita sign of the times that citizens of this
great Republic should view with somse con-
cern? iser heads than mine think it w,

One of the Fattened.

It didn't astonish me a bit to hear that a good
many of the colored attendants in the baths or
diuing rooms here contrive to live comfortably
all the year on what they earn during the sea-
son of four or, at the most, five months during
which time Hot Springs is really busy. A lady
tells me that her attendant, a comely mulatto,
in the bath house surprised her by saying the
other day:

“We'se made up oual minds to spen' der
summah dis yeah at Saratogab, Las’ yeah we'd
dun got nobody to take caab of der chilluns,
but now wah man's sistah, she's o guv'ness, 's
come to stay heab, we'll leave der clnlinns wiv
her and travel dis stoumab,  Yuh see, mab hus-
ban's sistah can play der pianah, an' give der
chillaus French and German lessons while we'se
away, an' 1 don’ see no objecshunablecess in
dis heah plan.”

The husband of the speaker and father of
“dese heah chilluns” is head waiter or some-
thing of the sort in the cafe which 18 a side
show for the gambliog saloon in the fashion-
ablo Arkapsaw Club, and 1 have oo doubt that
he makes more in a year than the average pro-
fessional man in Pitisburg; for gamblers are
proverbially liberal, and yon can see before you
are here n week thatit Is their Ilihernlity that
procures for them the very best of all thas is
going in this singualsr place.

Granted to Amerieans in Several South
American Republics.

WasmiNgrox, April 5—The following In.
formation is furnished by the Bureau of Amer-
jcan Republics: The Government of Honduras
has granted to Messrs, . W, Perry and F. M,
Imboden, both citizens of the Uaited States, a
conzession of land covering the entire region
koown as Mosguito, the payment for whieh Is
to be made in the construction of expensive
publie works, includinz an army road from
Tegucigslpa to the coast of the Caribbean Sea,
more than 300 miles in lonzth, another & canal
20 miles long, 12 yards wide and 5 deep, to con-
nect the Caratasca lagoon with the Guoayaps
river. In addition to these works, Mesars.
Perry and lmboden Tln to erect 100 miles of
telegraph line, establishing communication by
wire betwasn the Mosquito region and the in-
terior of the gountry., Actiyo measures will at
once be taken to induce infinigrants to settle
upon the lands of the concession, and liberal
mducements are offered.

Some Features Brought Ont by the Inter-
national Dispute—Action of Italy and
the Lonisisns Mobh Much Alike—A
Veneer of Clvilization.

IWRITTEN FOX THE DIKPATCE.]

“A hundred thoasand Kansas cowboys wonld
like to spend the summer in Rome.” Yes; and
& bundred thousand Italian brigands would
like to spend the summer in New Orleans.

The rumor of war brings these people into
sight. And the sight, though not particularly
pleasant, s exocesdingly Instruetive. It is
waorth while that we should realize that a good
deal which wa ara pleased to eall civilization is
really nothing but veneer. The fact is, that
with all our arts and sciences, with all our tine
h and good rs, with all our manifold
advances in right thinking and wonderful
achieving, we are still but semi-civilized,
“Mostly fools,” Carlyle said of the inhabitants
of the island of Great Britain. Mostly savages,
onemight say in a similarly exagzerated fashion
of the inhabitants of the planet Earth. So
many millions of people dwell upon the surface
of this terrestrial ball—most of them savages.

For civilization, unhapplly, I8 not effected by
washing the warpaint off a man's face, and
plucking the feathers out of his hair, and
putting him into & pair of trovsers, and teach-
ng bim to write his vame. The difference
between a civilized man and a savage is mainly
n the dilferent way in which they look ontat
haman life. And a good test of the real depth
of nn:rlml;’l clvilization is his bebavior in the
m tof m i ding with lus brother,
The savage wants to hit somebody,

The Difference Between Them.

The civilized man wants to talk the matter
over and find out where tha wrong I8, and so
get it righted. It seems quite impossible
for the savage to believe jhat anybedy
will do justly unless he is first bulled
and then beaten. That humno betogs should
of their own motion desire to do right, and
wish to amend wrong, and listen to reason and
obey the voice of justice, passes the compre-
hension of the savage. That is not his way,
and he canoot understand how it cau be any-
body else's way. The bundred thousand Kan-
sas cowboys see no better answer to King
Humbert's demand for American fairness to
Italy than the spending of a summer in Rome.
Evilently they have never bean in Home, and
do not at all realize the degree to which the
Italian sun would make it hot [or them in that
pestiferous neighborhood. Thay look forward
toward a plensant senson of stealing and mur-
dering—nus a belp roward the right settlement
of an international question. And the han-
dred thousand Italian brigands can Imagine no
speedier way to the securing of perfect justice
toward their fellow countrymen than the dis-
patching of a fleet of gunboats to the mouth of
the Mississipps river.
